details of the underground workings and management of collieries 
in those districts have for many years been placed, while the grounds 
for such a step have not been explained, especially when it is borne 
inimind that due complianee with the recent Act as to daily super- 
vision cannot otherwise be attaine 1.” The deputation were intro- 
duced by Mr. Wheelhouse, MP2, and among the deputation were 
Mr. Edward Baines, M.V., Mr. Elliot, M.P., Mr. Mellor, M.P., Colonel 
Gray, M.P., Mr. Spencer Stanhope, M.P., Mr. G. P. Bidder, Mr. 8.

At a conference of miners’ delegates held here on Monday, after 
some preliminary business regarding advances of wages had been finished, attention 
was drawn to the * special rules.” It would appear that at a number of collieries 
the rules had not been hung up, and in others they had in a form that, if not in- 
tended to mislead, were certainly misleading in their character. In accordance 
with this suggestion, the meeting, after discussion, agreed to a resolution pledging 
itself not to receive any interpretation of the general rule 16 of the Mines Regula- 
tion Act, 1872, unless it places the entire responsibility on the employers for the 
maintenanee of the roofs of working places and of travelling roads. The confer 
ence also resolved to ask all the miners in Seotland to resist any other interpretation 
of the statute, such as would throw the responsibility upon the miners, and to for 
ward these resolutions to the Home Secretary.

March 27.—At the adjourned meeting of representative iron- 
masters and ironworkers, held in Wolverhampton on Monday, two 
proposals were submitted for the settlement of the wages dispute. 
| The proposal of the delegates representing the ironworkers was that 
}an advance of Is, Gd. per ton on puddling and of 15 per cent. on the 
wages of other tonnage men should be conceded. The proposal of 
the masters was that the result of the arbitration now going forward 
in the North of England (where the present rate of wages is the same as in South 
Staffordshire) should decide the matter in this district also. The conference, how- 
ever, broke up without any agreement being arrived at, and another week of sus- 
pense and interruption to business has been the result. Until the award of Mr. 
Rupert Kettle in the North is made known the value of the masters’ offer cannot, 
of course, be ascertained. It is probable that this information will be received in 
the district to-morrow (Friday), but as the existing wages agreement terminates 
on Monday it is clear that there will be no Lime to enter into a new arrangement 
before the present one expires. It is, however, to be hoped that the men will have 
sufficient good sense not to make this a pretext for neglect of work, especially as 
the masters have given such an earnest of their desire to arrive at an amicable so- 
lution of the difficulty. Business, as might be expected under such circumstances, 
is virtually at a standstill, ironmasters being wisely reluctant to add to their en- 
gagements in the present aspect of affsirs. Quotations, which, however, are 
merely nominal, are ;—Bars (Earl Dudley's), 16/. 12s. 6d.; B.B.IL., 16/.; medium 
brands, 15/. to 15/. 10s.; and common, 14/. Sheets (singles) are at 21/. to 23/., with

that the distribution of orders is being withheld. Crown bars are quoted 14. to 
15/., delivered in Manchester or Liverpool, but transactions, especially at the latter 
figure, are merely nominal.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 

March 27.—Several of the lead mines in the Peak and Eyam dis- 
tricts are looking just now in a healthy state, aud appearances favour 
the idea that more attention isabout to be paid to the developing of 
the lead ore in the county than has been the case for a very long time 
past. With the large number of mines in Derbyshire the output, to 
say the least, ought to be very such greater than it is, and with the 
enterprise that is flowing in favour of lead mining, before long it 
may be expected that the returns will be much greater than for years past. Coal 
mining is making considerable pregress in all the districts from Leicester to Shef- 
field, and there is no lack of capital for immediate investment in going concerns. 
Indeed, there are appliations fron nearly all parts of the country from persons de- 
sirous of purchasing collieries, so strong appears to be the inducements at the pre- 
sent time to enter into the coal trade. Those in possession, however, are quite 
alive to the advantage they have, and are not disposed to sell, so that but few con- 
cerns have changed hands. The Industrial Coal and Iron Company have taken to 
! the Whitebank Pits, near Chestertield, having purchased them from Mr. G. Senior. 
The company is also about to sink a ceuple of shafts near to the Woodhouse June- 
tion, some five miles from Sheffield.
